U nlike James Bond in 
Thunderball or Tony 
Stark in Iron Man, the 
idea of solo flying has 
always seemed out of reach. 

But many visiting the Royal 
Docks lately have been staring 
in awe as mere mortals zip 30 
feet above the water on an 
aqua-style jetpack. 

Michael McCann brought 
the JetLev-Flyer, manufac¬ 
tured in Germany, to the site 
under the cable car six weeks 
ago. 

And a qualified pilot of 11 
years, Michael says nothing 
compares to the sensation. 

‘Ton feel like Peter Pan,” 
he said. “I’m 54 and can’t keep 
off it. When flying planes 
you’re fully aware you’re in an 
enclosed space but with this, 
once you’ve got the power 
going, the pack becomes 
weightless. It’s the closest you 
can get to flying like a bird.” 

The sole distributer of the 
JetLev-Flyer in the UK, Michael 
currently has the only two jet 
packs in the country. 

He came across the 
technology while Googling 
jet packs, expecting to find

the gas-propelled type seen 
in the 1965 James Bond film 
Thunderball. 

After going to Germany to 
try it out Michael brought the 
99,000 euro kit to the UK and 
earlier this year took it round 
the country. He eventually 
decided to settle at Royal 
Docks. 

The jetpack is linked by 
hose to a petrol powered base. 


which flushes pressurised 
water back into the pack. 

Olympic trio Louis Smith, 
Nicola Adams and Jade Jones 
gave it a go at the recent 
London Triathlon and Michael 
says it’s proving a great 
attraction. 

He said: “It’s a good position 
right under the cable car where 
thousands of people can see it. 
We’ll be here till people stop 
coming. We have bookings 
all through September and 
October. It will be getting cold 
in November but I’m sure there 
will still be a few diehards 
giving it a go.” 

The group is also planning 
to operate from a site at the 
other end of the dock, by the 
Ramada Jarvis, from next 
week, which will allow it to 
have two jet packs running at 
once. 

Prices are variable but the 
most popular price is £149 for 
an hour.

Kevin realised it was not enough to exist, 
he wanted a challenge, writes Beth Allcock 


F ighting spirit and sheer 
determination to battle a 
life-threatening diagnosis of 
chronic heart failure steered 
Kevin May onto the road to recovery 
and ready to embrace new challenges. 

And the 53-year-old’s commitment 
to tackling a tricky situations will 
again be tested as he becomes the 
first transplant patient to take on the 


Channel Row Challenge, organised by 
the Deptford-based Ahoy Centre. 

The keen rugby player underwent 
a heart transplant in November 2011, 
three months after he was told by 
doctors at Papworth Hospital he 
would only have one more year to live 
unless a substitute organ was found.

And I thought I am really going to 
fight this as best 1 can. 

“You have to be strong to live, you 
have to want to live. 

“One positive thing about it 
is nothing can faze me now - 10 
months after my transplant 1 was 
setting myself aims - and the row is 
a challenge. Everyone is saying you 
can’t do it, and 1 love that.” 

Fresh from securing a Bronze Medal 
for 50m backstroke at the World Trans¬ 
plant Games in Durban this month, 
he has his sights set on rowing the 
English Channel by clipper, alongside 
five others. 

The charity challenge will help to 
provide funds to boost the centre’s 
sailing and rowing activities targeted 
at breaking down social barriers. 

And, while Kevin has set his two 
teams of rowers an Ahoy fundraising 
target of £24,000, as well as extra cash 


for the Rob Knox Foundation, The 
Cardiomyopathy Association and The 
Callum Branch Trust, he will also be 
using the event on September 21 to 
raise awareness of his Organs Equal 
Life campaign. 

Talking of his involvement with the 
south east London organisation, the 
Sidcup resisent said: “When 1 visited 
Ahoy 1 thought ‘1 hope 1 can inspire 
some of these youngsters’. That’s why 
1 got involved. 

“With Organs Equal Life, it’s all 
about education and I’ve got lots of 
people signed up at Sidcup Rugby 
Club. 

“It’s about making people aware 
that from a negative situation, you 
can be positive. 

“1 like to think you can always be 
positive in life and 1 don’t think people 
realise how valuable every one is to 
people.” 

Kevin estimates he has recruited 
more than 400 people to sign up for 
the Organ Donor Register. 

Clair Ongley, Ahoy’s operations 
manager, said: ‘With Kevin’s story as 
an inspiration he is raising the Ahoy 
profile. 

“Although we have been here for 10 
years, still people come down and say 
‘oh my gosh, 1 didn’t realise the centre 
was this big’. 

“And for some people, the organ 
donor register is a no-brainer and 
anything we can do to get more people 
signed up we will. We are hoping it 
will be a long-term relationship.” 

With his challenge looming, Kevin 
added: “Everyone is more worried 
about getting the money in than 
doing the row. But the guys won’t let 
me down.”

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Sewer protesters 
angry at bill rises 


Construction work 
adds £29 to average 
charge over 5 years

C ampaigners fighting to 
protect their community 
from construction work for 
the Thames Tideway Tunnel 
have slammed Thames Water’s plans 
to increase bills by £29 per household. 

The company announced it had 
submitted an application to industry 
regulator Ofwat for an “interim 
adjustment” to prices. 

The construction of the super sewer 
- a controversial scheme designed to 
tackle untreated sewage that seeps into 
the river - was listed as the company’s 
biggest item of expenditure, with 
£273million spent on acquiring land. 

Southwark-based Save Your 
Riverside action group, which 
challenges the use of Chambers 
Wharf during the sewage facility’s 
construction, called for Ofwat to take 
action. 

The group said: “And so it starts 
- the flow of money down the drain 
that is the super sewer. 


SEALED UP 


■ More than 700 seals were spotted 
during the first ever comprehensive 
study of the Thames Estuary. 

■ Conservationists recorded 708 grey 
and harbour seals in a survey that 
covered the river by land, sea and air. 

■ ZSL's conservation scientist Joanna 
Barker said: "We knew there were a 
lot of seals in the Thames but 708 is 
pretty incredible." 

■ The presence of seals is an 
indicator of the health of the river as 
they are the top predator. 

■ Sightings have been recorded at 
Richmond, by the London Eye and at 
Canary Wharf. 


“Ofwat must use its power to stop 
this waste of money pushing the 
vulnerable in society further into 
water poverty. 

‘The credibility of the regulator 
itself is on the line - can Ofwat 
prove it is an independent watchdog 
prepared to use its teeth on behalf of 
water consumers?” 

Stuart Siddall, chief financial officer 
for Thames Water, said: “Increasing 
prices is never good news, which 
is why the company and its share¬ 
holders are encouraging Ofwat to 
allow the impact of the price increase 
to be spread over more than one 
year to avoid a spike in bills for our 
customers.”

D isused industrial buildings 
in Canning Town could soon 
make way for an a scheme 
striving to create a vibrant 
residential and business community. 

Cathedral Group has submitted a 
planning application to transform the 
Goswell Bakeries and Moss Electrical 
warehouse site in Caxton Street North, 
between the Excel Centre and Canning 
Town station. 

The developer has selected award¬ 
winning architects Studio Egret West 
to build 336 mixed tenure homes 
alongside growing businesses at the 
ground and mezzanine levels of the 
scheme, which is subject to planning 
approval. 

The commercial units are said to 
target “forward-thinking enterprises 


in need of affordable space” with 
the site offering the potential for 
companies to adapt space to their 
trading needs and opening up on 
weekends. 

Richard Upton, chief executive at 
Cathedral, said the site could become 
a “catalyst” for a variety of business 
activities. 

He said: “It isn’t easy to persuade 
young, creative enterprises to make 
their homes in areas that have yet to 
experience significant regeneration, 
so do not provide many incentives to 
visit. 

‘Yet, as they grow and develop, it 
is these sorts of enterprises that will 
act as a magnet for other, similar 
organisations and also for the wider 
community, which will naturally 
want to be a part of what’s going on. 

“Studio Egret West has grasped 
the opportunity to develop a design 
which will both shape and reflect 
the future of the new community on 
Caxton Street North and we now look 
forward to working with Newham to 
bring the development to fruition.” 

After acquiring the Newham site 
two years ago. Cathedral partnered 
with the House of Eairy Tales 
charity, which moved into one of the 


warehouses and set up an outreach 
programme with schools and other 
arts organisations. 

With exhibitions and workshops 
already under way the developers hope 
the charity will play a key role in the 


new development, as well as sparking 
the interest of new companies. 

If the scheme is given the green 
light, construction work will begin 
next September, with the first building 
expected to be completed in 2016.

POLITICIANS in Tower Hamlets have 
called English Defence League plans to 
march on the borough an attempt to 
“fuel hatred and division”.

Leader of the Labour Group Cllr 
Sirajul Islam said: ‘The EDL threat to 
march is a clear attempt a fuel hatred 
and division. Politicians of all sides are 
united in their condemnation of the 
EDL march and have urged the Home 
Secretary and police to step in.” 

Labour’s candidate for Mayor of 
Tower Hamlets, John Biggs said: “We 
all know that the EDL only want 
to come to Tower Hamlets to cause 
provocation and violence and any 
march by them should be banned.” 

Current Tower Hamlets Mayor 
Lutfur Rahman last month said: “We 
have real fears that the EDL presence 
will act as a catalyst for further 
violence, disorder and destruction of 
property. There must be no place for 
hatred in our communities.” 


Mayor clears 10,000 homes

MAYOR Boris Johnson has 
rubber-stamped the latest 
phase of the 10,000-home 
scheme at Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

Full consent was given for 
nearly 3,000 homes on the 
southern part of the 190-acre 
site. 

It has led Greenwich 
Peninsula Regeneration Ltd 
(GPRL), the joint venture 
between Knight Dragon and 
Quintain which is behind 
the scheme, to say it expects 
2,000 people to move in by 
the end of 2015. 


Max James, chief executive 
of Quintain, said: "This 
consent comes after a series 
of positive planning decisions 
and appropriately concludes 
a year of action for the GPRL 
joint venture on its first 
anniversary. 

"The scheme reinvigorates 
the design of Peninsula 
Quays and, with construction 
starting shortly at Peninsula 
Riverside in the south, 
we expect to see up to 
2,000 Londoners living at 
Greenwich Peninsula within 
the next two years." 

Work will begin on the 
next phase in a matter of 
weeks. 


Further construction is 
scheduled to start next 
March, subject to more 
planning approval. 

Mayor Johnson, said: 

"It is fantastic to see these 
plans move a step closer 
to bringing thousands of 
new homes and jobs to 
Greenwich, helping to secure 
the wider regeneration of 
this key area and maintain 
London's position as the best 
big city in the world." 

Included in the 10,000 
homes on the peninsula will 
be 3,270 affordable homes 
and 600 student beds. There 
will also be 3.5million sq ft of 
commercial space.

T here’s a moment when it all goes dark. 1 
put my headphones on, don black light 
glasses and snuggle up under a foil 
sheet on a water bed.

The Arch London 

T here's much to like about The 
Arch hotel aesthetically- 
smooth wooden cabinets filled 
with Champagne and overly 
knowing artistic city snaps on an 
alphabetic theme - and its in house 
brasserie is equally well appointed. 

Giant filament light bulbs? 

Check. Shiny ceiling tiles? Check. 
Curtained off dining pods? Check. 

If not cutting edge, at least it 
gives the impression of having 
been near a whetstone at some 
point. 

So we're seated by consistently 
charming staff in anticipation of 
food that's at least moderately 
keen. 

It's not an exciting menu, 
however. British comfort food for 
weary, probably American hotel 
guests. Rather than fight against 
the English tide, I embrace it - 
smoked salmon followed by beef 
Wellington. 

But before either arrive slivers 
of garlic and rosemary pizza bread 


are slapped down on our table. 
There's so much herb scattered 
about, its searing medicinal flavour 
overpowers any garlic which may 
have been present. As delivered 
it's virtually inedible and we're 
forced to scrape the surface clean 
of leaves. 

My fish is then excellent, 
plentiful and well presented 
at £10.50 but the Wellington 
(£29.50) is unremarkable with drab 
vegetables. 

More confusion follows with a 
neat, spry creme brulee (£6.95). 

In short the experience was bad, 
good, dull and delicious. Confused? 
With the brasserie named for 
Marylebone's old dialling code. I'm 
tempted to request a blower so I 
can phone a friend and work out 
what I think.

B ottega Wapping is striving 
to bring a flavour of Rome’s 
markets to one particular 
corner of east London. 

With wooden crates packed with 
fresh vegetables alongside counters 
of meat and products sourced from 
southern Italy, the venue is a bar, res¬ 
taurant and deli offering a sit-down 
evening of good food and relaxation 
or a place to pop in and source pro¬ 
duce for your own creations. 

Co-director Lorenzo Di Francesco 
said he was hoping to build on 
the success of its Shoreditch sister 
restaurant, Bottega Prelibato. 

“We were very happy how that was 
going and we just decided we should 
open something a little bit bigger,” 
said Lorenzo, 37. 

“And then we found this lovely 
location here. The concept is more 
or less the same, but of course, it’s 


bigger. It’s all about the food but the 
environment is important too. 

“We started with the concept of a 
market - most of us are friends from 
Rome and we would go around the 
Campo de Fiori market in Rome - so 
we are trying to set up things in a way 
you have there.” 

All of the ingredients diners tuck 
into in the restaurant are for sale in 
the deli and dishes from the menu are 
also available to take away. 

Pasta and bread are made on-site 
daily and the moderately-sized menu 


is supplemented with mains and 
dessert specials - again refreshed each 
morning.

IT'S hard to believe Bottega 
Wapping opened its doors just a 
fortnight ago. 

The relaxed Mediterranean vibe 
that comes alive within its rustic 
Metropolitan Wharf surroundings 
seems established and settled - 
representative of a much-loved 
eatery populated post-office hours 
by a loyal band of diners. 

The atmosphere was natural, 
effortless and impressive, as 
was the decor - exposed bricks, 
metalwork and marble counters set 
against counters of fresh produce, 
wine racks and a Lambretta scooter 
parked up in the corner. 

Co-director Lorenzo Di Francesco 
promised "traditional Italian food 
with a twist" and my main of 
pappardelle with white ragu, wild 
mushrooms and blueberries (£14) 
lived up to the billing.

The earthy, foresty flavours of 
the funghi and wholesome, hearty 
ragu were given a lighter, fresh 
aftertaste from the juicy fruit 
scattered throughout. 

And the plump pasta ribbons - 
cooked perfectly al dente - took 
me back to a summertime in Rome. 

My partner's combination of 
gnocchi, homemade pesto, french 
beans and prawns (£14.50) was 
equally fresh and fulfilling. 

Encased in their potatoey, 
doughy cases, the seafood shone 
through with an impressive 
lightness and moreish taste. 


I opted for a dessert from the list 
chalked up on the specials board - 
a generous slab of white chocolate 
cake with raspberries (£4.50) which 
was light and airy, with a delicate 
taste sharpened up by the tangy 
fruit. 

Tiramisu - the pudding of choice 
for my partner - was encased in a 
cute glass jar, daintily presented, 
containing a creamy cake that 
packed a flavour punch in true 
Italian style. 

And, matching the restaurant's 
homely feel and hearty food 
throughout was some high-quality, 
relaxed service.

Supreme shellfish! Dressed crab

I t might look daunting but 
this relatively simple 
preparation is one to stun 
the table with. Serves 2 

Ingredients 

675g cooked crab 
oil, for brushing 
2 tbs fresh white bread¬ 
crumbs 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
Optional condiments 

French mustard 
anchovy essence 
cayenne pepper 
Worcestershire sauce 
1 hard-boiled egg, white 
chopped and yolk sieved 
chopped parsley 


Preparation 

Twist off the claws and 
legs, crack the claws and 
carefully remove the meat. 

Lever the main body of 
the crab from the carpace. 
Discard the gills and mouth 
piece. 

Scoop the brown meat 
out of the carpace. 

Split the body shell in 
half and dig out white 
meat with the handle of a 
teaspoon or lobster pick. 

Scrub the carpace under 
cold water and press along 
the inner part of the shell 
to snap away along the 
natural line. This should 
leave a clean edge 


Method 

Set aside the meat you've 
removed. Wash the shell 
again and brush with a little 
oil. 

Mix the brown meat with 
enough breadcrumbs to 
allow them to bind. Season 
with salt and pepper or add 
mustard, anchovy essence, 
cayenne pepper or Worces¬ 
tershire sauce to taste. 

Pack both white and 
brown meat into the shell 
and garnish. 

If you like, include the 
chopped hard-boiled egg 
white and sieved egg yolk 
and chopped parsley when 
packing the shell.

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Taste of the 
spectacular 
just a short 
walk away 

For a fresh approach to Norway’s coastline, 
why not try a DIY trip, writes Nel Staveley 


T he instructions on how to 
progress from the mountain 
guide sound like a punchline. 
“Like a cowboy mouse on the 
way to Everest,” he says. 

As the dark clouds descend ever 
further, the winds lash harder and the 
grainy snow of Folgefonna Glacier gets 
even deeper. I’m beginning to think it’s 
a joke 1 may never understand. 

Until suddenly, theatrically and 
perfectly on cue, the dark clouds 
disperse. And there it is. Not the joke, 
as such, but certainly the reason our 
guide has been smiling: Folgefonna 
valley. Arching grey stone mountains, 
pitted lakes and swathes of deep green 
forests lie ahead. 

Of course, seeing such heart¬ 
stopping beauty in the middle of 
Norway shouldn’t come as a surprise. 
Since the 19th century, when the first 
boats of tourists arrived from England 
and Germany, this country has been a 
magnet for people wanting beautiful 
views. 

Over the last decades, that pull 
has grown and grown, and now the 
Norwegian Fjords, in the country’s 
south-west, attract endless hordes of 
eager visitors each year.

The vast majority of these will arrive 
by water. But there’s now a growing 
trend towards DIY trips around the 
fjords - booking a cheap flight, hiring 
a car and setting off into the vast and 
beautiful countryside with no cruise 
ship timetable to worry about. 

For us, the cheap flight landed 
in Bergen, a popular fishing town 
clinging to the western coast of the 
self-named region. A 1.5 hour drive 
from Bergen is the Folgefonna Glacier, 
Norway’s third largest mainland ice 
flow. Perched at 1,200m above sea 
level, the road to reach it is long, slow 
and packed with hairpin bends. 

But each awkward turn and glimpse 
out of the window reveals another 
plunging lake, thundering waterfall

or - as you get nearer to the glacier - 
snow-smudged rocks. 

We meet our guide for a hike on 
the snow-covered ice and after one 
bemused look at our flimsy water¬ 
proofs he heads to a nearby cupboard. 

Moments later, he re-emerges, 
armed with climbing ropes, helmets, 
crampons and ice picks. He’s full of 
advice on how this should all work. 

‘Take little steps, wide apart for 
a good grip in the snow,” he says. 
“Like a cowboy mouse on the way to 
Everest.” 

I can see my fellow hikers are as 
baffled as me, and as we tug and trip 
our way up the thick glacier snow, I 
start to wonder what the point of all 
this is. Then the sleet cloud lifts and 
the sort of view you know you may 
only glimpse once in a lifetime unfurls 
before us. 

After this we head for something 
more earthy - Steinsto fruit farm, 
near the little town of Sandven. 

“Pears,” says the farm’s owner, Ola. 
Apparently, a few years ago, after 
a bumper harvest of pears that he 
couldn’t shift, he read an article about 
the fruit being as strong an aphro-

disiac as Viagra, and decided that was 
his new line of advertising. It paid off 
as “the whole crop sold out within 
hours”. 

Love advice aside, the farm is 
famous for its homemade apple tart, 
created by Ola’s tirelessly dedicated 
sister Heidi. She and her small kitchen 
team made around 3,000 tarts in 2012 
- a number she expects to beat this 
year. 

She tells us the trick of making them 
so sellable - and so delicious - is not 
her recipe though, but the freshness of 
the fruit, grown on sloping hillsides. 

And it’s this freshness you’ll get on 
a trip to the fjords. Clean air, beautiful 
scenery and cool waters.

How the Danish company 
undertook this paradigm shift 
from aloof giant to fleet-footed 
innovator is chronicled in 
immense detail in this authori¬ 
tative book. 

Slightly wonkish, and one for 
dedicated business nuts, this 
is nevertheless an insightful 
guidebook on change.

CityJet to scrap 
Edinburgh service 

FLIGHTS CityJet flights 
linking London City Airport to 
Edinburgh will be scrapped in 
October. 

The regional airline, which has 
operated the route for the past 
six years, said it was no longer "a 
commercially viable option". 

The four daily flights between 
the Newham airport and the 
Scottish capital will be axed after 
October 26. 

Frequent users of the route 
are left with the option of flying 
to and from the same airports 
with British Airways. 

A statement released by 
CityJet said it had been a 
"difficult business decision" for 
the firm. 

It said: "Following a significant 
period of consultation, it has 
been decided that the route is 
no longer a commercially viable 
option for the airline. 

"Flights will not operate and 
seats will no longer be bookable 
after October 26." 

Southend tops

AIRPORTS London Southend 
Airport has been named best 
in the country by passengers 
surveyed by Which? 

The Stobart-owned hub was 
given an 84 per cent satisfaction 
rate with customers praising 
speedy check-ins and arrivals.

Hitting back against insurance fraudsters 


YOUR MONEY 


T he annual value of fraudulent 
claims uncovered by insurers 
broke through the Elbillion 
barrier for the first time last year. 

According to the Association of 
British Insurers (ABl), an average 
2,390 frauds, worth a total of 
£21million, were exposed every week 
in 2012. 

Some of the most notable scams 
that came to light included a man 
who downloaded pictures of a 
wound he found on the internet. 
Suspicions were also raised about 
a bus accident when more people 
made a personal injury claim than 
the vehicle could have carried. 
Ultimately we are all victims of 


such insurance fraud - exaggerated 
and made-up claims are estimated to 
add £50 a year to everyone’s annual 
total insurance bill. 

But Nick Starling, the ABl’s 
director of general insurance, says 
that it has “never been harder” for 
fraudsters to get away with it. The 
industry body adds that the detected 
scams reaching El.lbillion last year 


reflects how many high-value 
frauds committed by organised 
criminals are being uncovered. 

These include “crash for cash” 
incidents, where car accidents are 
deliberately staged, sometimes 
with the fraudster deliberately 
slamming on their brakes in front of 
an unsuspecting driver. Dishonest 
motor claims were the most costly 
last year, with £614million of fraud 
uncovered. 

The insurance industry’s fight- 
back has been helped by the launch 
of two new bodies. 

First is industry-funded agency 
the Insurance Fraud Bureau, which 
disrupts organised motor insurance 
scams and is helping police forces to 
break up scores of criminal gangs. 


In addition, the City of London 
Police’s new Insurance Fraud 
Enforcement Department has 
already investigated millions of 
pounds worth of scams since 
opening in January last year. 

There are signs that these actions 
are already having an impact in 
helping hard-pressed drivers. 
Recently-released figures showed 
that the cost of car insurance across 
the market has dipped by record 
levels. 

The typical quote for compre¬ 
hensive car insurance has fallen to 
just under £595, AA Insurance said 
showing a 9.8 per cent year-on-year 
drop. This is the biggest decrease 
since its records began in 1994.

Paul overcomes his 
paralysis to triumph

Iron man walks, 
cycles and climbs 
his way through 
gruelling challenge

W ith shins bloodied and 
bandaged, Paul Stewart 
strode manfully over 
Greenwich Park, ever 
closer to his next finishing line. 

Last Friday, the 32-year-old - 
paralysed following a 200ft fall in the 
Alps four years ago - was approaching 
the end of an Iron Man challenge 
comprising a 2.4-mile swim, 112-mile 
cycle and an arduous 26.2-mile walk. 

This Tuesday, Paul, who has raised 
over £330,000 for spinal charities, 
rounded it off by climbing the 
mountain that broke him during the 
ill-fated snowboarding trip. 

“It’s killing me, it really is,” he said, 
on Friday when The Wharf caught up 
with him during the final part of his 
walk. “But I’ve had tremendous support 
from everyone and I’m comforted by 
the fact I’m reaching the end. 

‘Yesterday was worse. I was in so 
much pain but didn’t have the thought 
that it was the last day.” 

He reached Canary Wharf on 
Thursday night during his cross- 
London trek. Friday saw him go from 
South Quay, through Greenwich 
Foot Tunnel and into the park, before 
heading over to Charlton to the 
Woolwich Ferry and then to his final 
destination, London City Airport. 

A short rest followed, before he 
took off on Monday to France, and 
then headed to La Plagne in the Alps. 

There he was joined by the same 
three friends who were with him 
when tragedy struck and the group 
were hit by an avalanche. 

The others survived unhurt but 
Paul, then a professional hockey 
player, badly broke his vertebrae. 

Doctors told him he would never 
walk again. However, with painful 
rehabilitation, he now has feeling in

the top half of his legs. He uses his 
upper body strength and his thighs 
to propel his lower legs.

doing this. I’m not designed for this. 
But it’s what this represents that has 
kept me going.

A s a constant advocate for 
greater industry regula¬ 
tion, I have some exciting 
news to impart. 

The Property Ombudsman last 
week became the first organi¬ 
sation in the sector to have a 
code of practice approved by the 
Trading Standards Institute. 

The ombudsman is the largest 
organisation to be accredited 
through the Consumer Code 
Approval Scheme since its launch 
after Trading Standards officially 
approved its sales regulations, 
which nearly 12,000 agents have 
already signed up to. 

TPO is also the largest scheme 
of its kind in the UK and has 
more than 22,000 registered 
agents. 

Trading Standards' Consumer 
Code Approval Scheme replaces 
the Office of Fair Trading scheme 
and enables agents to offer

enhanced consumer protection, 
with 26,530 traders already 
signed up to one of the ombuds¬ 
man's 10 codes of practice. 

TPO sales agents will now 
be able to display Trading 
Standards' Approved Code logo 
in their advertising, branches 
and within company literature to 
enforce their message. 

They will also be listed 
on a dedicated database at 
tradingstandards.gov.uk. 

The sales code is a recognised 
set of standards throughout 
the industry but it is important 
that it is also seen as being 
independently approved by a 
credible organisation. 

This latest news means agents 
who are members of TPO 
actively offer the highest level of 
consumer protection available 
for buyers and sellers. 

The scheme received the 
Government's official backing 
from consumer minister Jo 
Swinson who said it would 
boost consumer confidence in 
agents and encourage economic 
growth.
